The amendment charges 
proposed limiting of power of Ne- 
gro police to arrest only Negroes 
violates the City Code of Atlanta 
under which all police are re- 
quired to “take an oath to faith- 
fully and impartially discharge 
their duties.”” Yarn contends the 
resolution “will involve through 
its enforcement a multiplicity of 
suits arising because of suspension 
or discharge of Negro police who 
may attempt to do their duty and 
arrest any person committing a 
crime in their presence.”

DEAR BOSS: The GMPA has passed a resolution sorely criti- 
cizing the State revenue people for a recent news story in which 
the revenue people are alleged to have said anything—namely, buz- 
zards, polecats and rotted cabbage—is to be found in the moon- 
shine distilling vats.

Oil Companie 
To Limit Sale 
To Customers 


In the face of the critical short- 
age, major oil companies have im- 
posed a drastic 32 percent cut in 
the amount of kerosene and fuel 
oils allotted the consumer in Geor- 
gia, it was learned Saturday. 

This reduced allotment already 
has gone into effect and will apply 
throughout January. Under the al- 
lotment plan, the consumer will 
be rationed on a basis of approxi- 
mately 32 percent of his purchases 
in the month of December. 

Gasoline sales also will be han- 
dled on an-allocation basis, but 
unlike kerosene and fuel oils, the 
Oilg cor — will ration gasoline 
to the aler and not to the con- 
sumer. Individual filling station 
operators will be free to adopt 
their own systems of consumer 
distribution. 


The oil companies are restrict- 
ing the filling stations to from 10 
to 15 percent of the amount of 
gasoline purchases which they 
made last January, it was learned. 

An official of one of the oil com- 
panies said that so far the reduced 
gasoline allotment hasn’t been too 
severely felt at the consumer lev- 
el, but that undoubtedly dealers, 
receiving less than their normal re- 
quirements, will have to impose 
some sort of restrictions.

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We Need Statesmanship--Not Politics 


The second session “of the Eightieth 
Congress convenes Tuesday. 


At the top of the list of its multiple 
problems is the Marshall Plan, or the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program, as it has been 
labeled officially. 

The Administration has asked Congress 
to authorize $17,000,000,000 for European 
recovery over the next four years. Repub- 
licans want the authorization for one 
vear’s share of the program only, and 
many of them, along with some Demo- 
crats, believe the Administratian’s cost 
figure can be cut substantially. 


It may be true that the cost of the. 


plan can be reduced somewhat, though we 
hasten to point out that if we are to be 
too niggardly the entire program would 
better be left alone. You don’t, as some- 
one has said, throw a 15-foot rope to a 
drowning man who is struggling 20 feet 
from shore. Any reduction should be ap- 
proached cautiously and certainly no Ta- 
ber-like slash should be permitted. 


And though it is true that one Congress 


cannot bind succeeding Congresses to any 
commitment, we believe the Administra- 
tion’s idea in this respect is sound. The 
great fear in Europe is that the United 
States. may withdraw before the job of 
rehabilitation is complete and the threat 
of Communism stymied. But if Congress 
were to approve a four-year program it 
would go far toward dispelling uncertainty 
abroad. The authorization would be mere- 
ly a statement of intent. It could be no 
more. But a definite indication of our de- 
termination to gee the task finished in 
Europe would be reassuring. It would 
pull many a needed dollar out of hoard- 
ing; it would serve as a go-ahead signal 
for thousands of businesses that have been 
holding back because they were uncer- 
tain of the future, afraid of their own cur- 
rency and distrustful of United States’ in- 
tentions. 

Let Congressmen look at the facts 
squarely. 

Foreign policy happily has 
nonpartisan.

Diversified Farming on the Increase 


Only in 1919 did Georgia farmers have 
a better year, financially speaking, than 
they had in 1947. 


A total of $466,491,000 was realized 
from Georgia farm crops last year, accord- 
ing to the just released estimate of the 
agricultural statistician of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. This is an in- 
crease of eleven percent over the $418,- 
730,000 of 1946 and several times the cash 
Income of a few years ago. 


Probably more significant than the 


continued increasing returns, however, is 
the fact that a greater percentage of farm 
income than ever before comes from di- 
versified farming. Cotton, corn and pea- 
nuts are still the largest revenue pro- 
ducers, to be sure, but an appreciable in- 
crease was credited to grains, watermelons 
and sweet potatoes. 

Georgia farmers have long since aban- 
doned the old one-crop system in favor of 
diversification and livestock. The results 
are more than pleasing, visually and finan- 
cially. 


An Endowment for the Speech School 


Congratulations are indicated for «the 
tlanta Junior League upon its success in 
meeting the challenge which an anony- 
mous philanthropist hurled it a few brief 
months ago. 

It will be recalled that, last April, it 
was announced that an unnamed donor 
had agreed to give $125,000 for an endow- 
ment and building fund for the Junior 
League Speech School provided the 
League successfully conduct a campaign 
to match the gift. 

Since that time, League members have 
raised $128,422 in public subscriptions, 
which they have augmented with $9,235 
from their own treasury. This, together 
with the contingent $125,000, makes a to- 


tal of $262,657, which will enable the 
school to construct more adequate quar- 
ters and provide an annual endowment to 
offset the rising costs of operation. 

The Speech School provides a special- 
ized service not otherwise available. It 
will naturally feel a need for continued 
expansion as word of its miracles spreads. 
If the time comes that its facilities are 
again inadequate, then we hope the Junior 
League will not hesitate to allow the gen- 
eral public to share in its wonderful work. 

The benefit of such an institution, en- 
abling those to live normal lives who oth- 
erwise would go through life inarticulate, 
cannot be measured in terms of dollars and 
cents.

nation to furnish more up-to-date é@quip- 
ment. 

Recently the Central of Georgia inau- 
gurated a new era in local transportation 
in this section with two new stream-lin- 
ers, Man-o-War and the Nancy Hanks.

We Can't Defend 
The Indefensible 


I think my friend, Roy Harris, of Augusta, 
owes me something. It is a gallon of syrup, or a 
ham or a fifth, or something. I forget what it 
he owes me something. 


I recall quite well that one day during the legislative and court 
contests over the governorship last Winter, I encountered Mr. Har- 
ris in the lobby of the Henry Grady Hotel and accepted an invita- 
tion to chat with him. Mr. Harris was at the time the engineer of 
the Talmadge machine, and may still be for all I know. 


I had been writing against the white primary bill, and was get- 
ting cussed for that. I had said that in my opinion the Legislature, 
being the elected representatives of the people, had a right to choose 
a governor, and was getting cuffed around right heartily for that. 
I had had a talk with the late Eugene Talmadge’s physician, who 
had told me the governor-elect could live six or seven years if he 
would really obey orders and take care of himself. In order to try 
and answer the many questions being asked about his condition, I 
had got into the hospital to see the late Eugene Talmadge’ and found 
him looking good. As a matter of fact he was up, walking around 
his room. He thereafter failed to obey the doctors’ orders, being a 
restless, stubborn man, and had died, and I was getting a brisk going 
over by the second-guessers. So, I was at the time doing a daily 
routine of fast, verbal footwork, and there was really no good reason 
for me to climb out on a limb with Mr. Harris. 

“Roy,” I said, “one of these days, in a year or so, the Supreme 
Court of the United States is going to knock the white primary bill 
in the head and then you will be left with all this anger and parti- 
sanship and with wounds that won't heal for a long time. Why 
don’t you fellows get together on a qualifications bill, similar to 
North Carolina’s and let’s build a really strong Democratic Party? 
We can do it if we don’t drive a lot of people out of it Permanently.” 


Well, that led to more and more talk and so, I forget what it was 
we bet. But, anyhow, we bet. 


ses ey A day ago, the United States Circuit Court of 
Dixie Decision Appeals, composed entirely of Southerners, did 
knock the South Carolina white primary in the head and there really 
isn’t any use taking it on up to the Supreme Court. The Court of 
Appeals, hearing an appeal from another Southern-born judge’s 
opinion in the South Carolina District Court, was repeating an 
earlier U. S. Supreme Court decision when it said: 

“No election machinery can be upheld if its purpose is to deny 
to the Negro, on account of his race or color, an effective voice in 
the government of his country, or the state or community wherein 
he lives.” 

So, as I said, there isn’t any use carrying this decision, which 
came, with ironic appropriateness from Richmond, Va., on up to 
the Supreme Court. 

Anyhow, I hope Roy will send me the syrup or whatever it was. 


Harris Come to think of it, I was in trouble also, at the time I 

speak, for saying that in my opinion Mr. Roy Harris was 
a smart fellow, and the best single political worker in the State. 
Some of those in the bleachers were throwing bottles at the um- 
pire’s head for that. Well, I thought so then, and I still think so. He 
either is, or isn’t. And I never saw anything wrong with having an 
opinion about it. It didn’t mean I supported all he did. There was, 
hcwever, one curious fact. At the time Ellis Arnall was elected, 
I had, along with others, accepted all Mr. Harris did in winning that 
election. It was, therefore, that I viewed with cynical eyes and 
some contempt, those who now were hysterically demanding the 
Harris tactics be denounced because they were now in another 
camp. My code is not inflexible, but I couldn’t do that. 


Anyhow, I can but assume this will mean that Roy Harris will 
cease and desist on the white primary business. He was too good a 
lawyer to let his emctions fool him before. As a frequent dealer in 
subterfuges, he knows the law is the law, and no amount of evading 
tactics will succeed. He is too good a politician to go ahead with it. 
Or, at least, I think he is. 

The State has had enough of viewing the Negro vote with alarm, 
anyhow. It could have been pulled right into the Democratic Party 
and a great deal of it yet can be salvaged with a little fair treatment. 

Just last week a recognized Negro leader, A. T. Walden;-who 
appeared on the program when Henry Wallace spoke here recently, 
greeted Wallace’s announcement for the Presidency with the sig- 
nificant statement: “The hope of our people is in the Democratic 
Party.” 

The Negro voter was given a bad start in the Georgia primary 
when hordes of unqualified and illiterate Negroes were herded to the 


registration booths and the polls with marked ballots in the pockets | 


of thousands of them. I never blamed the Negroes, whose eagerness 
to vote was understandable, but I did, and do, blame those few who, 
on their own, pulled off the marked ballot deal. 
I have always felt, and still feel, that the qualified Negro cer- 
tainly had a right to vote in the choice of those who wilf govern him. 
It is high time the South came of age in its thinking about polli- 
tics. We were touched very little by the great political and social 


convulsiens which shook India, China, all of Asia, and the great | 


Dutch and French possessions of the Pacific and the Indies. But, 
we felt them slightly. 

If we fail to go ahead with social (and I am not talking about 
social equality) justice and political justice for the Negro citizen, 
there will be more and more chickens coming home to roost. It 
simply is not possible always to defend, and uphold, a moral wrong. 
And that is what we have been doing. . 


We have got to face this problem in that light, and not in a | 


welter of shouted phrases about “nigger lover,” and social equality, 
and Zebra parties, and all that sort of thing. Gentlemen, the warn- 
ing bell has struck. Shall we think and act to do the besf we can for 
the South and its problems, or go on fighting against the inevitable, 
and be overwhelmed by it? 

There is time yet. 

But, there is not as much time as there was.

Law on the Way Out 


A discriminatory law which already has 
barred two men from running for Governor and 
nO x another from running for Congress will make it 
impossible for Georgians who don’t care for either the Democratie 
or Republican nominees to vote for a third candidate for President 
in 1948. It will be impossible for what friends Henry Wallace has 
in Georgia to exercise their constitutional right of voting for him 
because of a 1943 Georgia law requiring a petition signed by five 
percent of the registered voters in order to put Wallace’s name on 
the ballot. It would take 55,000 names, and Wallace couldn't get 
that many signatures ffom among his supporters. 


While Wallace’s most influential friends in Georgia have left 
him since he quit the Democratic Party, even his bitterest enemies 
say he should be permitted to place his name on the Georgia ballot. 


Seldom a week passes but what Agrict€ltural Commissioner Tom 
Linder lashes at Wallace in his Market Bulletin. Linder, along 
with Herman Talmadge, is among Wallaee’s worst enemies in 
Georgia. Yet, Linder says Georgia’s five percent law is uncon- 
stitutional. He says anyone who can vote should be able to run 
for office. He says this law infringes on the right of the people to 
vote for whom they please. We told Linder it would make a good 
story if he, as Wallace’s bitter critic, would lead a movement to 
place Wallace’s name on the Georgia ballot. He declined to do 
this, however, stating that someone might get the idea he was weak- 
ening in his opposition to Wallace. 


Talmadge wouldn’t be quoted, but some of his close friends said 
they regard the law as unconstitutional and unfair. They said they 
would like to see Wallace’s name on the Georgia ballot to see how 


few votes he would get.

Plants grow three times 
faster in foggy weather than 
on sunny days, according to 
Botanist C. C. Wilson, of the 
University of Georgia.

Plant leaves must 
have this gas to make sugars 
and starches, the chief food 
source for their growth. On 
clear days the wind sweeps 
away much of the carbon 
dioxide released into the air 
as chimney smoke.

I am sorry that in all the pas- 
sionate outpouring of this novel 
‘the author has not seen fit to in- 
clude a few more civilized indivtfd- 
‘uals among both the Gentiles and 
the Jews.

Take a look at the background 


and remove everything that is dis- 


tracting, including pictures, vases 
and flowered wallpaper. The best 
background for all subjects in pro- 
traiture is plain with no lines or 
annoying spots. A gray or light 
colored blanket stretched tightly, 
showing no wrinkles, or any plain 
wall is much to be preferred in 
portraiture. As a rule, light-col. 
ored backgrounds are best for ba- 
bies and children and darker col- 
ors for older people, but this is 
not by any means an invariable | 
rule. Keeping the background | 
plain is a hard and fast rule, how- | 
ever, if you want good results in| 
portraiture.

ICKEY LANE, former show

husband was invalid. 
* Nevertheless, the same court, at 
a subsequent hearing, recently re- 
fused to recognize her as still married 
to her first husband. 

This inter-state conflict between 
divorce laws has brought on a 
situation as confusing as the night 
Mickey’s second husband chased a 
supposed rival through a major 
league ball park and as unconvention- 
al as the evening when, her first hus- 
band charged, she waited for his first 
snore and then hurried out, to meet 
another man. 

Mickey, whose real name is Minna, 
was in a Broadway chorus at the timé 
she married Julius (Jack) Braun- 
stein, a department store» buyer, in 
1926. They had a son, now 16, and 
got along fairly well until 1940, when 
Braunstein sued for divorce in Man.-

He was an astute businessman, 
so muth so that-Mickey now claims 
he nrakes $250,000 a year, but he

“She evidently has considered me 
dumb and blind, and finally became 
so careless that I could no longer be 
kept in ignorance. 

“When a wife is so infatuated 

with a man that she leaves her home 
at midnight to meet him, while her 
husband is asleep in the adjoining 
bedroom, it is only a question of 
time before the husband must wake 
up.” 
After he “woke up,” Braunstein 
said, they separated and he agreed 
to pay $30 a week for the support of 
their boy.

The New York suit was aban- 
doned when Mickey went to Reno 
and obtained a decree there. A few 
months later she married Dr. Lane. 

The doctor, after serving with the 
Navy in the Pacifie and winning a 
Bronze Star, dropped in at the Polo 
Grounds one evening in 1946 to watch 


a night game between the Giants and 


the Chicago Cubs. He had difficulty 
in keeping his eyes on the: players 
because, he said, he discovered his 
wife sitting a few seats in front of 
him with another man. 

She turned around, saw him, and 
jumped up and ran. The doctor 
Slipped into her seat and told her 
companion: 

“I suppose you know that’s my 
wife you’re out with.” 


After a few remarks the two be- 
gan to trade punches. Dr. Lane, who 
hadn't forgotten his football training, 
soon outpointed his opponent and 
chased him through the stands. They 
were halted by the guards at a lower 
exit, where Mickey reappeared and 
started hitting her husband on. the 
head.

$40,000 gem haul and had entered 
Mickey’s room by mistake. 

But there was no mistaking the 
way the torch singer’s second hus- 
band felt about her. 

Dr. Lane was so anxious to sever 
all relations with Mickey that he filed 
three suits—one for divorce, one for 
separation and one for annulment 

In the divorce suit he charged 
that Mickey had kept a hotel rendez- 
vous with her Polo Grounds escort, 
whom he identified as Stanley Mal- 
kin, “a bookmaker for baseball 
games,” 

Mickey declared Malkin was merely 
her partner in a lingerie shop.

since neither was a bona fide resi- 
dent of Nevada when the decree was 
granted. 

That left Mickey, from her point 
of view, st'll Mrs. Braunstein, de- 
spite the fact that her first husband 
had since remarried. 

This was a rather embarrassing 
situation, but, on the -other hand, 
Braunstein was a much wealthier 
man than when they had separated. 
She promptly sued him for a $750 
weekly alimony and $7,500 counsel 
fees.

CIENCE, which looks coldly at 

love as something to be dissected, 

examined and catalogued, owes 
not a few of its greatest triumphs to 
that unscientific emotion. Only the 
other day a Nobel Prize went for the 
third time to a married couple whose 
devotion to each other and to re- 
search, had inspired a notable achieve- 
ment. 

When Carl Cori enrolled in the 
University of Prague Medical School 
in Czechoslovakia 33 years ago he 
was annoyed to find a red-haired girl 
at the adjoining desk. He had con 
sidered women. frivolous, but this one, 
he found, was different.,She handled 
her own work capably and made sev- 
eral helpful suggestions about his. 

Dr, Gerty Cori has been offering 
helpful suggestions to Dr. Carl Corl 
ever since, They were married soon 
after they graduated in 1920. In two 
years they acquired such a reputation 


in biochemistry that Dr. Carl was In- 


vited to a post at the New York Insti 
tute for the Stufly of Malignant Dis 
eases in Buffalo Dor, Gaerty accom- 
panied him, not only as his wife, but 
as his assistant in the. laboratory. 

In 1931 they went to Washington 
University. in. St. Louis, Dr. Carl as 
head of the Department of Phar- 
macology and Dr. Gerty as his aid. 

Their teamwork produced numer- 
ous important discoveries, but half of 
the 1947 Nobel Prize in Medicine 
($48,921) was awarded them for iso- 
lating the enzyme which begins the 
process of converting animal starch 
into sugar within the body. 

Even more. successful as a hus. 
band-and- wife team were Pierre and 
Marie Curle. Daughter of a Warsaw 
professor, Marie Sklodowska had been 
trained in science by her father. When 
she arrived penniless in Paris to con. 
tinue her studies she lived on 10 cents 
a day, earned by tending the furnace 
and washing bottles at the Sorbonne. 

A few months after she began. re- 
search work under the tutelage’ of 
Pierre Curie, a promising young in. 
structor, he wrote her: “What a grand 
thing it would be to unite our lives 
and work fogether for the good of 
science and humanity.” Marie Sklo- 
dowska understood and accepted. 

They wert together for 11 years 
and their crowning achievement was 
the isolation of radium. 

When Pierre was run down and 
killed while crossing a Paris street in 
1906, Marie collapsed into a coma. 
For months she was on the verge of 
death, but she finally recovered. She 
succeeded her husband as_ professor 
of physics at the Sorbonne and ce- 
mented her place as the foremost 
woman scientist in history. 

The 1903 Nobel physics prize went 
to Pierre and Marie, and in 1935 the 
chemistry prize was awarded to their 
eldest daughter, Irene, and her hus- 
band, Dr. Frederic Joliot-Curie. 

When Adolf Lorenz met red-haired 
Emma, four years after he graduated 
from a Vienna medical schoo!, he had 
developed an allergy to chemicals and 
couldn’t be near them.

UTATIONS are not confined 

to bizarre monstrosities. Like 

it or not, you, the reader, carry 
many mutations. 

That is, many.of your own heredi- 
tary elements, or “genes,” differ from 
the normal of the population, by 
reason of a sudden permanent altera- 
tion that occurred in some ancestor, 
usually a very remote one. 

Luckily, most of these changes 
have been inherited from both your 
parents at once. 

Yet your mutations are responsiple 
for many inborn bodily idiosyncrasies, 
which every good family physician 
takes into account when treating you, 
and also for such of your mental 
proclivities and peculiarities as have 
an hereditary basis. 

Were it not for mutations, there 
would have been no progress possible 
in living things. In fact, matter could 
never have reached the stage called 
“living” at all. Nevertheless, the vast 
majority of mutations are harmful, 
and may even kill before birth. 

The heredity of any species may 
slowly improve despite this. That is 
because there is a “natural selection,” 
because, in a state of nature, the 
individuals most saddled with harmful 
mutations tend to die off, while the 
few having the very rare (and usually 
small) beneficial mutations: tend to 
multiply more than the rest. 

To civilized man the large-scale 
dying off which this natural process 
necessitates iS abhorrent, and we 
mercifully try to prevent it by med- 
ication and many other means. That 
is, we try to perpetuate the bad 
mutations. 

This being the case, we should 
avoid doing anything which would 
increase the ftrequency of anutations, 


for this would permanently increase- 


our ills. 

It may be that mankind will one 
day reach a stage at which the process 
of selection will be made humane, But 
until then mutations occurring at 
random in ourselves undoubtedly spell 
misery. 

When it comes to cultivated plants 
and domestic animals, there are 
occasions when it may be useful to 
produce mutations galore. 

kor here we need have no scruples 
in practicing drastic selection, culling 
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When Prof. H. J. Muller Developed 
New Types of Flies by X-Raying the 
Ancestors, the Resulting “Mutants” 
Were Born With Wings Permanently 
in Abnormal Positions Such as Held 
by Ali Flies for Brief Periods. 
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out, of the many unfavorable types. 

Even here,’ however, wewcan 
usually, by searching in a large pop- 
ulation, fad so many mutations 
already ievided naturally that 
ameKyg them some of the desired types 
will-be included. 

Our-chief purpose at present, then, 
in trying to produce mutations, 1s 
to increase our knowledge about the 
yenes, abotlt the biological basis of 
all life, and about the way in which 
it has evolved, 

We cannot yet tell 
such knowledge will lead. 

True, it is the dream of some 
biologists that perhaps some day, 
given this understanding, we may be 
able to attain a better control over 
the properties of all living things 
than we now have. 

This might even mean the produc. 
tion of desired .mutations to order. 
3ut@s a first step in these directions 
we must at least find some crude 
means of altering the genes, even 
though we cannot control the type 
of change produced. 

For many years the quest for ways 
of changing the genes seeroed blocked 
at every attempt. ‘The genes are so 
well protected, inside ‘the cell and the 
body, that efforts to alter them with- 
out killing the body failed reneatedly. 

X-rays and the similar radiations 
from radioactive substances, however, 
were finally found to work. 

These rays are insidious enough 
to steal through the body’s defenses 
and, once on the inside, to loose their 
blast at the gene itself. 

In this way over a hundred times

as many mutations may be produced 
in an individual (to plague his de- 
scendants but usually not himself), 
than would occur in him naturally. 

Researches carried on during the 
war by Auerback and Robson at 
edinburgh have disclosed that mus- 
tard gas has a similar action. 

All these mutations, however, are 
produced at haphazard—-we are far 
from being able to direct the kind of 
mutation that will occur in any given 
case and nearlyeall are harmful. 

We have mentioned that unless 
a mutation has been inherited from 
both parents at once it seldom has 
much effect. Nevertheless, it will be 
handed down. It will usually be some 
tens or hundreds of generations after 
a given mutation has happened, be- 
fore two germ cells, both carrying 
this same peculiarity, will chance 
to meet. 

nly then will an individual appear 
that bears the full brunt of the 
germinal disaster. It will seem as 
though the mutation has just occurred, 
but in reality it acted like a time 
bomb, far more delayed than any 
other known. 

Moreover, the ailment will con- 
tinue to be handed on indefinitely, 
to reappear at great but irregular 


IFE is continuously changing 

its inheritable patterns. From 
old stocks, new ones arise. This 
process, due to the alterations 
in the hereditary substances— 
genes—of the parents, is called 
“mutation.”

intervals, or until its ill effects finally 
result in the dying out of the line 
containing it. Mutations, once pro- 
duced, do not undergo repair. 

In this way, every atomic: bomb 
injures and kills far more people of 
future generations than of the time 
when it explodes. Its radiation is 
planting in today’s survivors millions 
of these verminal time bombs for 
posterity to,reap. » 

Even the peacctime employment 
of atornic energy, and, for that mat- 
ter, of X-rays, will bear these long. 
term fruits, if we do not guard their 
use with the utmost rigor. 

In the cese of X-rays, it is very 
easy to do this, by suitable shields but 
the public as well as the medical 
profession is as yet insufficiently 
educated to the danger. 

We, the temporary custodians of 
the germinal material which is to 
make the future populations, should 
do all wé@ can to prevent these, our 
atomic sins, from visiting our de- 
scendants, however distant. 

Yet, if we would give due heed to 
these inner factors, and expend upon 
the investigation of them the amount 
of time and effort that is due, we 
may in time discover further secrets 
of their natures, which would give 
us keys to progress of a kind hitherto 
unattainable.

ISS CHEYENNE had raced 12 

times in 14 days at the Tan- 

foran track near San Fran- 
cisco and on the 15th day Trainer 
Charlie Irwin shipped his string of 
thoroughbreds south. His journey 
ended that afternoon at Riverside, 
Cal. when he saw a banner adver- 
tisement of a two-day meeting. 

“Stop the train,” he called to the 
conductor. “I want to unload here.” 

The horse car was shunted into a 
siding and Irwin's seven horses were 
Jed off the platform, 

The meeting opened the next day 
with four races and there were four 
more on the second and closing day. 
Irwin’s seven horses won all eight. 

The double winner was Miss 
Cheyenne, chief bread-winner. of the 
Irwin stable, who thus lifted her 
10 
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number of starts to 14 in 17 days. 

The records show that Miss Chey- 
enne went to the post 96 times in all 
that year, undoubtedly a record. She 
was a small filly with bad legs when 
Irwin got her, yet she was perhaps 
the most over-raced horse in turf 
history. 

Irwin, known to horsemen as 
“CB,” believed race horses should be 
raced as often as possible. 

“They don’t do any good in the 
barn,” he once explained. ‘They'd 
rather be out there running in the 
fresh air, anyway.” 

Irwin’s horses, for all the times he 
ran them, performed extraordinarily 
well for him and one year he led all 
the other trainers in purse earnings. 
But the portly gentleman from Chey- 
enne had the misfortune to bet on 
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"Stop the Train; | Want to 
Unload Here." Irwin Led 
His Seven Horses From the 
Car Into Eight Straight 
Victories at the Track. 
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the horses were trudged slowly post 
ward. Soon the whistle of an ap- 
proaching freight was heard. Lizette 
was in those cars. By the time she 
unloaded the horses were nearing the 
post. “CB” had Lizette galloped full 
speed from the unloading platform 
to the barrier, a mile distant. She 
got there just as the starter sent them 
away. And won! 

“CB” owned an old plater named 
Tubby A, ran the horse five times in 
aS many days in the mud at Omaha 
and won them all. 

Another Irwin “workhorse” 
Kings Belle. 

Blind Baggage, a 
horse, was smashed up in a Cinein 
nati wreck that. killed Bayberry 
Candle and other great race horses. 
Irwin patched Blind Baggage up ina 
miraculous way, made a sleeper coup 
with him, then bred the horse to 
Kings Belle. The foal was named 
Baggage King. He used to accom- 
pany his mother to the post and wait 
there until she got through running 
a race, then accompany her back to 
the barn to get fed. And Kings Belle 
kept right on winning races. 

Another consistent winner for old 
“CB” was Abadane. He had only two 
good legs, both rear ones ‘Today 
veterinarians wouldn't allow him to 
run as he always appeared lame go 
ing to the post. Abadane Was foaled 
in France and_ received § shrapne! 
wounds in both front legs when the 
Germans shelled the farm in World 
War I, 

He carried the scars from baby- 
hood. That didn’t stop “CB” from 
running the horse. Abadane brg¢ke 
track records right and left. “CB” 
ran him a mile and a quarter and 
won. Two days later he entered him in 
a half mile sprint with 135 pounds 
on his back. He won that one too. 

“CB” applied reversed English

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his horses when they didn’t wie and 
wound up the year in bankruptcy. 

Miss Cheyenne cost him nothing. 
He conducted an auction in Ken- 
tucky for Col. Phil Chinnm and the 
colonel gave him the filly in payment 
for his services. Her underpinning 
was so fragile no one had put in a 
bid for her. 

“Plenty of racing will leg her up,” 
concluded “CB.” 

It wasn’t that “CB” was a heartless 
man. On the contrary, he had a 
heart that matched his huge body. 
In his later years he weighed 535 
pounds, though in his prime as a 
cowboy riding the Wyoming range he 
was trim enough and had an envied 
riding seat. 

That “CB” was really a_ kindly 
soul was evidenced when Jockey M. 
Anderson was killed in a spill one 
afternoon before a large crowd. 
“CB” stood at an exit, ten gallon hat 
in hand, asking the outgoing throng 
to *give generously to this~ boy’s 
widow. ‘Three thousand dollars fell in 
the hat and “CB” matched it dollar 
for dollar out of his own roll. 

“CB” hated to see a single race go 
hy without one of his horses in it. 
Once he entereda crack mare, Lizette, 
in the Governors Handicap opening 
day at Reno. But the Irwin horse 
train was late. Old “CB” chafed at 
the thought of missing a chance at 
that $5.000 inaugural purse. So when 
the freight pulled into near-by Sparks 
he telephoned the track management 
asking that the postward parade be 
stalled. He'd be a little late but he’d 
make it, he promised, looking at his 
watch. 

The track needed the money Liz- 
ette would put into the handbooks, so 


could open up five lengths on any 
horse living but after a brief show 
of early foot always died on the vine. 
“CB” won a five furlongs race with 
him, then two days later, on a reck- 
less dare, made him win at a mile and 
70 yards. “CB” had a chunk on Con. 
quistador that day at juicy odds. But 
he blew the wad back pronto on his 
lronsides in a big Chicago stake. 

De Paso, the rider, jumped off the 
horse’s back at the start, too fright- 
ened to ride the rogue. 

One of the Irwin stable’s most de- 
pendahle platers was Harry D. “CB” 
found this horse roaming the range 
on his Y6 ranch near Cheyenne, 
picked him out of the lot, broke the 
White nosed bushwacker to _ the 
saddle and brought him to the races, 
whereupon, the records’ show, all 
Harry D did was win 14 straight. 

“CB” trained his horses for speed. 
Hie doted on fast breakers with an 
intense turn of early foot. His only 
riding instructions to his’ regular 
jockey, Pablo Martinez, were to come 
out of the gate kicking and scratching 
and cut to the rail. 

“Never let a horse get inside of 
you,” was CB’s routine admonition. 
Martinez could make weight faster 
than any saddlesmith alive. He'd 
weigh in at 115 today and 95 tomor- 
row. “Pab” had few unbroken bones 
in his body. when he retired from ac- 
tive racing’ with the reputation of 
being the best post boy in the busi. 
ness, but he wore like iron and still 
exercises horses. 

Were “CB’ alive today no racing 
secretary would have trouble filling 
a racing card with the Irwin horses 
on the ground. Old “CB” would 
enter them just “on suspicion.”

There were also reports of the pecu- 
liar effect it had on persons returning 
at night from boisterous parties. 

Then one day, while Miss Carroll 
was away from home, somebody went 
to work on Bacchus with a hammer 
and a chisel. 

His horns were. broken, his mus- 
tache and beard scraped off, his thick 
lips cracked, and some of the pink 
paint peeled from his plaster chest. 

When Miss Carroll returned and 
Saw what happened she burst into 
tears and ran into the house. 

As soon as she recovered her com- 
posure she came back out and deliv- 
ered a lecture to the crowd on the 
right of privacy and the lack of tol- 
erance in Arlington County. 

Then she hired a mason to build 
a six-foot brick wall around her yard. 

When the neighbors heard about 
that, one of them said the wall ought 
to be higher, since the statue is 15 
feet tall. 

Some of the neighbors question 
Miss Carroll's motive in erecting the 
bizarre statue. 

“We think she did it for spite, not 
educational purposes,” said one. 

“It disfigures the neighborhood 
immensely and, in our minds, it is not 
a thing of beauty.

Some neighbors have looked up 
the legend of Bacchus in the encyclo- 
pedia and learned that the Baccha- 
nalia, a wild and mystic festival hon- 
oring him, aroused so much opposi- 
tion it was finally banned by the 
Roman Senate in 186 B.C. 

As if to revive the ancient tradi- 
tion of Bacchanalian revels, Miss Car- 
roll has stuck little stone plaques of 
smiling girls on the adjacent trees. 

She placed a statue of the Greek 
goddess Gf'victory, Nike, in her living 
room where it can face Bacchus 
through the window. 

On the porch a sprightly little 
dancing doll half emerges from a gin 
bottle, the label of which has-not been 
removed. 

Though her neighbors have been 
unable to interfere legally with the 
manner in which Miss Carroll deco. 
rates her lawn, they did take advan- 
tage of a zoning ordinance to hale her 
into court for bringing a family to 
live with her in her single family resi- 
dence. 

Fighting the case through the Vir- 
ginia courts, Miss Carroll emerged 
victorious when the Virginia Supreme 
Court ruled that she is not “a family.” 

One of the characteristics of Bac. 
chus, according to some accounts, 
was his eternal youthfulness. 

Apparently Miss Carroll associates 
this trait of Bacchus with herself, for 
she says: “I shall never grow younger 
or older. I am ageless.” 

Her agility and litheness seem to 
bear this out. 

She races up and down steps and 
around the house with the speed and 
lightfootedness of a schoolgirl.  Al- 
though she is evidently middle-aged, 
her appearance is distinctly youthful. 

Tossing her blond curls, she as- 
serts: “Men never guess my age. 
Women, yes. But men, never.” 

The dance has not always been 
Miss Carroll’s chief interest as she 
says it is now. At one time she 
taught seventh and eighth grades in 
Columbus, Ohio, public schools. Next 
she studied law. Then languages. 

The current neighborhood warfare 
does not feaze her. 

“T am at my best when fighting,” 
she says. 

“I love excitement, I love a good 
argument. My court fight cost me 
$1,400, but it was worth it.” 


ACCHUS Annoys /he Neighbors

OW long can a woman retain her youthful 
vitality and her zest for living? 
In seeking the answer to that question, 
I recently interviewed the famous novelist Ger- 
trude Atherton, shortly before she celebrated her 
90th birthday. 

teceived in the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
Muriel Atherton Russell, and her’ grandson, 
George Russell, in San Francisco, I found Mrs. 
Atherton industriously working on another nove) 

her Slst. 

Five years ago, when she was 85, she wrote 
her 50th novel, “The Horn of Life.” Fifteen years 
ago, when she was 75, she wrote her autobiog- 
raphy, “Adventures of a Novelist,”* an amazingly 
detailed document of a life sufficiently exciting 
for three people. 

On her 90th birthday the City of San Fran- 
cisco paid tribute to her achievements by pre- 
senting to her a gold medal bearing an inseription 
commending her services to California literature. 

As I looked upon her eager face and marveled 
at her firm, creamy skin, her ash-blonde hair, her 
bright, twinkling eyes and her keen, probing 
mind, I was reminded of Mary Ogden, the heroine 
of her famous “Black Oxen,” written in. 1923. 

The fictitious Mary Ogden received a youth- 
restoring treatment employed by a renowned 
scientist and consequently was able to pass for a 
young woman when she was, by the calendar, 58. 

Was Gertrude Atherton the heroine of her own 
novel? She herself had undergone the X-ray re- 
juvenation treatments devised by Dr. Steinach, 
Vienna biologist, the year before writing “Black 
Oxen.”

“Five years before,” she wrote, “I had been 
lying awake one night when a sudden vivid pic- 
ture rose in my mind. It w4&s in a theatre on the 
opening night of'a new play. At the fall of the 
first curtain a woman, very beautiful, very un- 
usual in appearance, rose, turned her back to the 
stage, lifted her opera glasses and surveyed the 
house. 

“Of course there was an immediate buzz in the 
audience. Who was this woman? ‘That she was 
a woman of the best society no one could doubt. 
She was certainly a Somebody. But who? 

“Well, who was she? I didn’t know. There 
was a story behind that graceful arresting myster- 
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ious figure, but it refused to unroll. For five 
years she stayed planted in that theatre, her back 
to the curtain, surveying the house, and I couldn't 
get her out. I could have written some kind of 
a story, ‘making up as I went along,’ but what is 
a novel without a theme? And theme I had 
none. 

“Now, in a flash, I knew I had found me.’ 

Mrs. Atherton immediately made an appoint- 
ment with Dr. Benjamin. 

“He was much interested in my embryonic 
novel and unfolded the mysteries of Steinachism. 
Then when I told him of my period of mental 
sterility, which had lasted for over a year, and of 
my dissatisfaction with the preceding books, he 
asked me why I did not corfsider taking the Stein- 
ach treatment. I was always ready for anything 
new, and made up my.mind then and there. 

“He pronounced all my organs in perfect con- 
dition and informed me that I had the arteries of

was standing in the middle of the room when 
this miracle happened and I almost flung myself 
at my desk. I wrote steadily for four hours; 
marched that woman triumphantly out of the 
theatre with a complete knowledge of who she 
was, what had happened to her, what was going 
to happen to her; and the hero came to life in the 
first paragraph. 

“It all gushed out like a geyser that had been 
‘capped’ down in the cellars ofimy mind, battling 
for release. That geyser never paused in its out- 
pourings until the book was finished, five months 
later.” 

Thus was born 
Gertrude Atherton.

A son, George, 
was born, and a few years later a daughter, 
Muriel, CGeorge died at the age of Six. 


HEN her husband, en route to Chile, a@ted on 

Shipboard and his body, “‘embalmed in a barrel 
of rum,” was returned home. Gertrude was not yet 
30 at the time, and, eager for freedom and happi- 
ness, found it difficult to weep too much. 

“Widowed, she was not the one to lead a life of 
mournful inactivity. SNe wrote and wrote, having 
some luck and some disappointments. It was a 
day of fierce individuality, among critics as well 
as authors, and when the critics tore Gertrude’s 
early efforts to pieces she was all the more de- 
termined to become a successful author. 

She traveled to New York, to Europe, back to 
California, time and again, and wherever she went 
she associated -with the great literary lights of 
the day -Sir James Barrie, Arnold Bennett, Tl. G. 
Wells, Ambrose Bierce, Hilaire Belloc, Irvin 5S. 
Cobb, George Moore, Richard Harding Davis. 

An incident she relates about the great Am- 
brose Bierce, cynic par excellence, typifies the 
cruel literary practice: of the day—-and Gertrude’s 
indomitable courage in the face of criticism. 


HE had accepted an invitation of Bierce to 

‘visit hifn in a small California hamlet where he 
was attempting to recover from asthma. Hoping 
for some wofd of encouragement from the exalted 
master, Gertrude found that he took extraordinary 
delight in ripping her books to pieces. She coun- 
tered in~kind, informing him his short stories 
would never have anything but a limited appeal. 

They wrangled thipughout the afternoen, and 
when it came time for Gertrude to leave she re 
lented and told him he was truly a great writer 
Waiting for her train, they walked in the shadows 
between the station and a pigsty. Bierce sud 
denly grabbed her and sought to kiss her. She 
could not resist this wonderful chance for com 
plete revenge. She threw back her head, laughed 
and told him: 

“The great Bierce! Master of style! The god 
on Olympus at whose feet pilgrims come to wor- 
ship.tryin® to kiss a woman by a pigsty!” 

He departed in a towering rage. 


Y DINT of an uncompromising will and a fear- 
lessly original style she gradually found her 
own niche and was acknowledged the leading 
ferminine novelist of her time.

“Tl am buoyant with ideas, enjoy life with re 
markable zest. I have no cut-and-dried regimen, 
no diet or routine.

“T have seen much, experienced much, absorbed 
much. I think the gods have been kind to me. But, 
on the other hand, I have worked consistently 
toward the*one objective [I set myself when I was 
a young woman.” 


RS. ATHERTON was born Gertrude Horn in 
San Francisco in 1857 in reasonably com- 
fortable circumstances. 

As a child she was sent to.live on her grand- 
father’s ranch near San Francisco. She describes 
this period-of her life frankly: 

“T was the angel child in appearance, with 
golden curls and eyes of seraphic blue, but I must 
have been a little fiend. It had amused my father 
to stand me on the table when he was giving a 
dinner party and encourage me to kick the plates 
into the laps of the guests.” 

By her own admission, she became a willful, 
egocentric “problem” child re weed boarding 
school would keep and no nurse remain with long. 
After the death of her father, Gertrude’s mother 
remarried and the child developed an intense dis- 
like for her new father.

The agents of two countries, however, who 
keep a wary eye, day and night, on this Mexican 
woman who busies herself quietly in her Jittle 
kitchen, know much more. 

Both the United States Nargotic Service .and

‘Chey remember when, not so long ago, she was 
leader of one of the biggest dope rings ever 
erate in North America. 
se people of Guadalajara: know her as 
nora Ignacia Jasso de Gonzales. Government 
eents know her as “La Nacha,” once the sole 
owner of the only plantation planted exclusively 
in opium-beaging poppies in Mexico, 

It took agents of both countries a long time to 
catch her, because no one dreamed that poppies 
could be grown to such an extent in Mexico. 

No one ever dreamed that this woman, widow 
of a small-time bandit, could be the leader of an 
organization which turned oug, and distributed, a 
remarkably pure grade of morphine, 

La Nacha, whieh means “pug-nose,” surrounded 
herself with experts. There was the man known 
as The Chemist, who extracted the finest morphine 
from inferior opium. 

Among others in the band were The Lawyer, 
The Merchant, and ‘The Old Woman. 

This well-organized group was responsible for 
the flood of morphine which came across the 
border to satisfy the cravings of drug addicts, in 
America, and to start innocents on the road to ruin. 

As far away as Seattle and New York her mor- 
phine appeared. The chemists identified the small 
amounts captured occasionally as being made in 
the same laboratory from the same opium. 

Occasionally runners were caught crossing the 
border, but the big shipments and the big opera- 
tors always escaped. 
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The war came along, and La Nacha set herself 
up as a patriotic figure in the Calle Diablo —street 
of the Devil—-in Juarez, across the border from 
FE] Paso, Texas.., 

She fed the soldiers, both Mexican and Ameri- 
can, her finest tortillas, because, she said, she had 
devoted her life to raising their morale. 

Yet too many soldiers were found, stupefied 
with morphine, in the back streets of Juarez, 

The dope habit was rising abnormally through- 
out the United States, too. Desperate measures 
had to be taken. Harold B. Westover and W, Hi, 
Crook, agents of the Narcotic Service, were chosen 
from volunteers to go to that rumored plantation 


.far to the south, track down the gang. 


Westover, posing as a big-time operator, finally 
met The Merchant, La Nacha’s chief of sales. In 
time he found himself in the rooms of Ua Nacha 
herself. She told- him he could have morphine in 
any quantity he desired. 

He offered to buy $50,000 worth, but specified 
that she take it over the border herself. At first 
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she refused, but then suddenly agreed. 

‘Then she played right into his hands by asking 
him to bring the morphine himself from the plan 
tation to Juarez. Westover brought in Crook, and 
La Nacha assigned two thugs to escort them to 
Jalisco, 800 miles south. 

The trip was worth it, though, when they looked 
over the hidden fields of poppies, and met The 
Chemist and ‘The Lawyer. They got the morphine 
and proceeded back to Juarez 

Then La Nacha’s lieutenants proposed a double 
cross. Skip La Nacha, they said, and the buyers 
would save $2,000. Westover and Crook, realizing 
that they still had no concrete evidence against 
the woman herself, but had her two most im- 
portant members in their hands, agreed. 

‘The morphine was transferred in El Paso, and 
the two Mexicans, Luis Manuel Vasquez and 
Alberto ‘Torres Ybarra, were sent up for five 
years in ap American penitentiary. 

By 1943 La Nacha was fabulously wealthy. Her 
tortilla parties became more boisterous, and then 
a Mexican soldier was found dead in the bar under 
her rooms, a victim Of an overdose of morphine. 
3y then, too, the Mexican Congress had enacted 
a law under which anyone even suspected of im- 
peding the war effort could be imprisoned. 

That’s the way they got La Nacha. Her 
property was confiscated and she was sent to 
Mexico’s penal island, Tres Marias. ‘There she 
had four years to reflect bitterly on her past. 

In March, 1947, La Nacha was released. Asa 
girl she had made tortillas in a stall near the 
Teatro Degollado in the town of Guadalajara, and 
to this life she returned—-with a police escort.

ety and which a famous French psy- 
chiatrist believes is an hereditary dis- 
ease, curable like any other human 
ailment. 

E'sther’s particular form of this 
“disease,” her husband, Gilbert John- 
son, said recently in a divorce com- 
plaint, stemmed from “inferiority. in 
attractiveness and charm as copeetee 
to other members of the female sex 
As a result, he complained, she: 

Forbade him to listen to any radio 
program except classical or. dance 
music, and then only if no feminine 
voices could be heard. 

Permitted him to read only those 
newspapers from which she had cut 
all articles pertaining to Women, 
movie stars “or moral or social ques- 
tions because of their real-or su 
posed association with the Iema 
sex.” 

Allowed him to read no magazinés, 
because women usually played such 
an important role in fact or fiction. 

“Made disparaging and derogatory 
remarks concerning the appearance, 
dress and general. aeteastivertess of 
women whom she might. pass on the 
street while she was in his company.” 

Objected violently to any attention 
he’ exhibited to chfidren. (They had 
none). 

Refused to let him have apy 
friends, men or women, unless “he 
resorted to the devious and embarras- 
sing obliquity of pretending to remain 
aloof-and of making insulting and 
,disparaging remarks of and concern- 


ing such people.” 
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Got the idea that every man she 
met was trying to flirt with her, and 
became so obsessed with the notion 
that she: 

Refused to 
his clothes in 
hers. 

All of which, Johnson said; made 
his home life something less than 
tranquil, but even his business, which 
was selling motorcycles, suffered. He 
said he was afraid to have women 
customers visit his shop, because his 
wife had, on several occasions, found 
one there and forcibly ejected her. 

Even male motorcyclists: were not 
spared, he related, because Esther 
repeatedly barged into the shop and 
“conducted herself in so lou vio- 
lent, profane and obstreperous a 
manner as to cause members of the 
public who were upon said premises 
for the purpose of transacting busi- 
ness to leave.” 

In spite of the fact that he had 
always treated her “as a good, true, 
loving, kind, affectionate and dutiful 
husband,” he said he was in fear of 
his life, which she had frequently 
threatened to terminate abruptly. 

That worry probably didn’t bother 
him any more after he won an un- 
contested divorce, but other Spouses 
haven't been so fortunate. Dr. Paul 
Faret, the French psychiatrist, cites 
the case of Pierre Mauduit as a typi- 
cal illustration of his premise that 
jealousy is hereditary and often 
lethal. 

Mauduit, a provincial lawyer, rea- 
lized that he was jealous by nature 
and recalled that his father had tor- 
mented his mother by fits of frantic 
jealousy. 

Hie was determined to avoid any 
such possibility, so he married a 
devoutly pious girl who had been 
reared in a convent. She went no- 
where without her husband, except 
to church, but Mauduit soon dis- 
covered that every time she left for 
Mass he suspected her of deceit. 

He hired detectives to follow her 
to and from church. They reported 
that she never deviated from her 
course. He made her swear her in-

closet with 
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nocence before the altar, but even 
that didn’t convince him. Finally, in 
a jealous frenzy, he strangled her to 
death. 

In her will, the wife offered a 
substantial sum of money to anyone 
who could prove she had been un 
faithful to her husband. The executors 
gave wide publicity to the curious 
legacy, but no one made a claim. 
Sentenced to death, Mauduit finally 
became convinced of his wife's in 
nocence, but it was too late. 

Dr. Faret¢declares that any spouse 
afflicted by the “jealousy disease” 
will become insanely suspicious 
whether there is reason or not, and 
that most_of those who are immune 
to the germ will be the last to learn 
of a husband or wife’s infidelity. 

Jealousy, he insists, is a matter of 
glands and hormones, and between 
90 and 100 per cent of the ultra-jealous

type are subject to gall trouble. Skin- 
ny and “liverish” men, he contends, 
tend toward a jealous nature, while 
those who incline toward obesity 
hardly ever doubt their wives. It is 
almost exactly the opposite, he Says, 
with women. ‘The roly-polies are the 
ones to look out for. 

Although he claims 
dency toward jealousy 
just as in the case of heart trouble 
or baldness, Dr. Faret maintains that 
nerve-soothing treatment, a diet based 
mainly on vegetables and rich vita- 
mins, exercise, regular hours and the 
avoidance of stimulants’ (caffein, 
alcohol and nicotine) can do much to 
keep the green-eyed monster in 
check. ° 

On the other hand, Dr. Boris 
Sokoloff in a recent book, “Jealousy,” 
(Howell, Soskin, New York, pub- 
lishers) claims that violence resulting 
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from jealous complexes is “incited 
by atavistic impulses”’——hereditary 
throwbacks to caveman behavior or 
even to primitive animal instinct. 
Every child is born with this 
jealous reflex, he says, but normally 
the reaction flares up suddenly and 
subsides without harm. However, 
when a youngster feels neglected or 
left out, the little seed of jealousy 
grows into a real emotion which, if 
not corrected, may become a complex 
or obsession in later years. 
Mr. Johnson of Chicago 
know whether his wife’s outlook on 
life was infectious, atavistic, heredi 
tary or the result of eating smo 
gasbord, but he did know it was 
mighty uncomfortable to live with.

A four-million dollar legal headache, that has 
been carried on by his heirs, is all that remains 
of the Royal Domain of King William Webster 
The First (and Last) of the Maioris.

NYHOW he needed some new capital and did

other in Savannah, Georgia. 

In 1871, Mr. David O’Keefe left his wife and 
baby daughter in Savannah and set out on a 
voyage to China .where he had a scheme for 
getting rich quick. He was shipwrecked in the 
Caroline Islands, .finally landing on the Island 
of Yap. . 

While waiting for a ship to pick him up, Mr. 
O'Keefe discovered that the island was loosely 
governed by petty chieftains. Laws, relating to 


property right, were pretty vague, resulting in. 


much dispute and fighting. 


HE natives gladly accepted the American’s 

offer to correct these things and he did #o with 
laws which not only made him their ruler but 
a partner in every business and property, which 
he explained was much simpler than taxation, 
His royal banners and umbrellas’ bore’ the 
letters “O. K.” 

And he.was O.K. with his subjects, so much 
so that two other islands voluntarily came under 
his sway. For a full quarter century, David 
enjoyed a prosperous, peaceful reign except for 
one thing, “queen-trouble.” 

All this time he had been sending large sums 
of money to his wife in Savannah-and promises to 
return, but he never did. 

So Mrs. O'Keefe finally wrote that. she was 
coming to see him about that and he had to tell 
her why it would not be a good idea. For “reasons 
of State,” it had been necessary to marry the 
Princess Dollyboy, daughter of a powerful chief- 
tain and, for the same reasons, to raise a large 
family of princes and princesses. 

Mrs. O’Keefe should understand that there 
would hardly be a royal welcome, in fact it might 
be quite embarrassing. 

The American wife was-not at all nice about 
it and neither Queen Dollyboy nor her. powerful 
father could see why King David didn’t get rid 
of his plebeian spouse by royal edict. 


HERE was so much unpleasant conversation 

and correspondence that, at last, His Majesty 
set forth for the United States to explain to his 
American wife just how the native princess had 
jumped her claim to matrimonial rights. Accom- 
panied by his two oldest sons, he sailed in a 
schooner belonging to the royal navy, and flying 
the proud O. K. pennant. 

The schooner was lost at sea, with all on 
board. The heir apparent and the second son, 
having drowned with their father, a third son 
ascended the throne of Yap. 

Mrs. O’Keefe sent a lawyer all the way to Yap 
to find out where she stood. He returned with 
the bad news that her husband’s million-dollar 


~Jestate had virtually all been willed to Dollyboy 


and her -children. 

But what burned up the Widow O’Keefe, was 
the Widow Dollyboy’s serene assertion that the 
other was merely a morganatic widow. 

The 19th century was a busy one for Americans 
who entered the royal ,profession, It was the 
proper thing when Lieutenant Charles S. Ripley 
of the United States Navy arrived in the waters 
of Samoa, to pay his respects to King Malietoa. 


HE king recéived him cordially and then, after 

sizing up his caller, suddenly stepped down 
from his throne, embraced the American and an- 
nounced his intention of adepting him as a son. 
His Majesty liked Ripley but there was also an 
historical reason. 

The young officer’s . great-grandfather had 
alsp been a sailor and had been shipwrecked on 
the Samoan coast where he improved the occasion 
by marrying a Samoan princess. This made the 
castaway an ancestor of the king and Ripley a 
sort of bar-sinister cousin. 

The startled lieutenant did not care for the 
honor but could see no method of escape without 
hurting the royal feelings. 

There were international complications in the 
Pacific, at the moment, which might make it a 
serious matter diplomatically to lose Samoa’s 
good will.; 

So Ripley went through the feasting, dancing 
and other ceremonies of adoption, sailed away 
and forgot about it, except as a curious incident. 

A few years later the king died, as did his 
successor, leaving several contestants for the 
throne, all with dubious claims, a situation which 
threatened trouble. It happened that the three 
military powers most interested, the United 
States, Britain and Germany, were in a coopera- 
tive frame of mind and sent a commission to 
determine which of the candidates had the most 
valid right. 

The decision was that none had much standing 
but the true and rightful heir was King Malie- 
toa’s adopted son and the public agreed. 

Thus it came to pass that Ripley, by that time 
retired from the navy and living in Colorado, 
received a. formal notification, covered wfth seals 
and red tape, informing him that he was the duly- 
appointed King of Samoa and please to take over 
the duties at his earliest convenience, - 

The royal American thought it would be a lot 
of fun as well as profit.and yet, a few hours 
later, his resignation was in the mail. 


[N wooing a Colorado girl whom he was to 
marry in a few weeks, he had entertained her 
with ‘stories of the quaint customs of Samoa, in- 
cluding royal prerogatives of kings as to Samoan 
beauties. Though the invitation specified that he 
could pick his own queen, even an imported one, 
the American gir! declined the honor. Of all 
American royalty, the Ripley reign was the 
shortest. 

Edward Thompson of Albion, Illinois, decided 
to get away from it all, especially from a lady 
who had just given him the wrong answer-—-so he 
fled to the Fiji Islands in the South Seas, not to 
be a king, merely a hermit. 

Princess Lakanita, half native, half Spanish, 
fell in love with the sad-eyed refugee and would 
not let him alone. To get away from her, Thomp- 
son moved to a distant island, promising to return 
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if she ever needed him. 

Within a few months came a messenger with 
word that revelutionaries were preparing to attack 
the palace. Collecting an army of water-front 
thugs and beachcombers, the hermit sailed to the 
rescue, arriving in the nick of time. 

He raised the siege but in the battle, the king 

and the chief revolutionary were killed and he 
himself badly wounded. Lovely Lakanita nursed 
him back tohealth, at the same time curing him 
of the hermit idea. He married her and lived 
happily ever after as King Edward I, or at least 
f6r 24 years, until his death.

AFIER thé war he became a court stenographer 

in the Philippines where he was able to savea 
prominent member of the Hocano tribe from being 
tricked in a law suit. 

When cholera wiped out the entire Tocano 
real family the chieftains begged Haffke to be- 
come their king. He accepted on a strictly busi- 
ness basis, that a dollar head-tax be collected from 
the 100,000 members to be invested din farm 
machinery. 

He, King Carlos I., was. to receive 5 per cent 
of all exports as his regal emolument. 

Within a year everything was ging fine, ex- 
cept that His Majesty did not look as happy as 
a successful young monarch should. 

When he told his councillors that he must 
make a trip back to Nebraska on a personal mat- 
ter, they respectfully suggested that he bring 
back an American queen. 

With a royal smile, King Carlos promised to 
do just that. Alas, the girl he left behind him 
refused to follow the sequence, so he threw away 
his crown and became plain Mr. Haffke again. 

Faustin E. Wirkus, known as the “square-faced 
marine,” was administrator of the voodoo-infested 
island of Gonave, north of Port au Prince, Haiti, 
in 1921. He governed so honestly that Queen Ti 
Memenne commented on it to a-visiting diplomat 
who told her, “yes, he’s the squarest man you 
ever saw.” 

Just for that Ti had to see him and noting 
the shape of his countenance decided that he 
should be king of Gonave. Wirkus had not studied 
to be a king but a marine is expected to tackle 
anything. 


H* did so well that Haitian officials became 
jealous, making it advisable diplomatically for 

King Faustin to abdicate. He was delighted to 

get “an honorable discharge from kinging it.” 

Another Yankee potentate was John D. Mur- 
ray, graduate of Purdue University, who repre- 
sented a British phosphate syndicate which con- 
trolled the Christmas Islands, off the Coast of 
Java. 

First thing, he knew, the natives insisted that 
he be their king. Murray accepted, mostly be- 
cause it would save a lot of time, since kings, 
without a constitution, do not have to explain. 

As King John he dictated laws, held court and 
issued royal proclamations. 

All went well until he visited England to report 
to his plebeian superiors and fell in love with an 
English girl who handed up the decision that he 
must choose between her and a sceptre. 

Once more, an American jumped from a 
throne into the arms of a sweetheart.

N JANUARY 6th the Feast of 

the Magi will be celebrated in 

many of the Christian churches, 
This feast is called “Epiphany,” a 
word which comes from the Greek 
and which means “manifestation” or 
“making known.” 

According to the Gospel narrative, 
the Christ .Child was first made 
known to the shepherds by angels 
Singing in the skies. And then, to 
show that God wanted all men to be 
saved, He was “manifested’’-—--made 
known—to the Gentiles by a star 
which led them to Bethlehem. 

Who were the Wise Men? The only 
facts that the Gospel offers as clues 
are that they were “Magi” and came 
“from the East.” 

Now the “Magi” were originally 
the priestly caste of the Medes and 
were the dominant religious force for 
many centuries in Persia (now Iran), 

Even in the time of Christ, they 
were powerful enough, according to 
the Greek geographer Strabo, to con- 
stitute one of the two supreme coun- 
sels of the Parthian Empire. 

By the ancients the Magi were con- 
sidered learned men of upright, moral 
lives. The Jewish philosopher Philo 
describes them as “‘searching the 
secrets of Nature to gain knowledge 
of the truth.” 

They scanned the skies as well as 
the earth,.and it was thus they noted 
the sitar that appeared at the birth of 
the Christ Child. As Faber puts it, 
“their science was their theology.” e 

Herodotus, the Greek historian, 
speaks of the Magi, and the prophet 
Jeremiah mentions Nergal Sharezar 
as the Bab-Mag or Chief of the Magi. 

That the Wise Men were Persian 
priests is the constant tradition in 
the early church. In all the paintings 
which have survived from the firs 
four centuries they are always rep- 
resented wearing the distinctive head- 
gear of the Persian priesthood. 

HKlowever, some outstanding mod 
ern scholars are inclined to depart 
from this older view and hold that 
the Wise Men were from Arabia, the 
terrrttory east of the Dead Sea which, 
though a Nabatean country, had a siz- 
able Jewish population. 

Some weight is added to this more 
modern opinion by the type of gilts 
offered to the Christ Child by the 
Wise Men gold, frankincense and 
myrrh, for in these Arabla abounded. 

Moreover it was quite common 
for Palestinian Jews to refer to 
Arabia as “the East” in much the 
same way as Californians speak of 
the Atlantic Coast. 

How many Wise Men came to 
Bethlehem? Of that the Gospel story 
tells us nothing and from earliest 
times there has been no apreement 
in the number assigned. 

In the Eastern churches 12 has 
been the customary figure. In paint- 
ings preserved in Rome great di- 
versity appears: a painting in the 
cemetery of Saints Peter and Mar- 
cellinus shows two; one in the Lat- 
ern Museum, three; another in the 
cemetery of Domitilla, four; another 
painting, eight. 

The number three seems quite 
evidently to have no other foundation 
than the fact that only three gifts 
are mentioned by St. Matthew, thus 
attributing a gift to each of the Wise 
Men. 

And what were their names? The 
answer to that question is the most

difficult of all and the best answer is, 
we dq not Know. In the Eastern 
churches a variety of names is given 

most of them quite unpronotnce. 
able by us Westerners. 

In the Western Church Gaspar, 
Melehior and Balthasar have come to 
bé the accepted names, though we 
can trace these back no farther than 
Agnellus of Ravenna, an historian of 
the ninth century. 

_ “Of-course, the uncertainty as to the 
specific “number three makes com- 
pletely uncertain the rather common 
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depicting of Melchior as a Semitic; 
Gaspar as an Aryan and- Balthasar 
as a Negro. 

This colorful variation is evidently 
due to a pious endeavor to show that 
all mankind paid homage to the 
Christ Child, for the formerly ac- 
cepted threefold pigmentation of the 
human race was thought to be due 
to the threefold descent of all men 
from Noah’s sons—Shem, Ham and 
Japeth. 

Were the Wise Men kings? It 
would seem not. The first time they 
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are called “kings” is by Caesar of 
Arles, a sixth century writer. 

They are not called kings in the 
Gospel though this fact would have 
enhanced their act of adoration in the 
eyes of Gospel-readers. 

A kingly position was given them, 
quite certainly becdtuse of a misin- 
terpretation, misapplication, of Psalm 
71 (Hebrews 72) 10: “Kings of Thar- 
sis and of the Isles will bring their 
gifts; kings of Sheba and of Saba 
shall offer presents.” 

If we want certainty, it is best to 
keep close to the plain and simple 
text of the Gospel: “There came Magi 
from the East.”

OR more than 13 years, through 
many heartbreaking trials, 
handsome Pat Mahon’s wife had 
remained unfailingly loyal to 
him. But when she encountered 

a checkroom stub in a suit of his on the morning 
of April 28, 1924, she resolved to do something 
about it.

While he served his time, Mrs. Mahon went 
to work for the Consols Automatic Aerators Ltd 
in London. 

It was through her that he got a job with 
the same company upon his release in 1921. 

3y May, 1922, Mahon had become sales man 
ager of the Hanworth Road, Sunbury, branch, his 
wife having. meanwhile quit her own job to man 
age her little household on Pagoda Avenue, Kew. 

Again life seemed to have straightened out, 

Then on that April morning in 1924, Mrs. 
Mahon, while emptying the pockets of a suit she 
intended to send to the cleaner’s, found that check- 
room stub which showed that Pat- had checked 
a piece of luggage at Waterloo station, London. 

Here, she felt sure, was a Strictly private mat 
ter to be settled between him and her. 

Surely this could involve nothing that might 
get Pat into trouble with the authorities. Ob. 
viously he had taken up with another woman, and 
there would now have to be a showdown, Nobody 
need know a thing about it. 

The consequences of her decision were: 

1. She turned the stub over to a friend who 
was connected with the railway police. 

2. The stub led to a brown gladstone bag which 
contained a most curious assortment of articles 
‘Two long, wide pieces of new, white silk, covered 
with blood; a pair of torn twill bloomers; a 
stained towel; a stained silk scarf.

Presently he was making a statement.

Instead, Mahon had suggested an “experiment.” 

He proposed that they go to the seashore for 
a couple of days, live there as husband and wife, 
and see how they got along with each other. 

Emily had agreed, and the experiment had 
gotten under way on April 12, when they met at 

‘ 
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Eastbourne and rented a cottage on Pevensvey 
Downs, four miles out of town. It was one of a 
row of whitewashed houses formerly occupied by 
officers of the coast guard. 

Mahon related that they stayed there three 
days, and virtually agreed on their future plans, 
Mmily had quit her job before meeting him al 
Icastbourne, 

Mahon said they had decided that he should 
abandon his wife, after which he and Emily would 
sail for South Africa, there to start life anew. 

They had returned to London on the 16th, he 
went on, to attend to various business matters, 
but were back in the cottage by evening.

On Saturday he had completed his task by 
dropping bundles from a train window between 
Richmond and Waterloo. 

Mahon finished his statement at 2:30 a.m., 
May 3. 


HAT same day, Savage and several other Yard 

men drove to Hastbourne, where they were met 
by Supt. David Sinclair of the East Sussex con- 
stabulary. Presently they were all at the cottage. 

Immediately they proceeded to open a large 
steamer trunk, initialed E.B.K. which stood against 
the spare bedroom wall. It contained numerous 
fragments which Mahon had not yet disposed of. 

Inspector Savage remarked to his companions: 

“Note the coal scuttle, against which Mahon 
said she struck her head, 

“Note that it is empty, and of flimsy construc. 
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Phony Note also that it Is not dented In anv way 

Returning to London that evening, Oavape

She 
had agreed to meet him at Eastbourne on the 18th. 

The girl had come down that Good Friday. 

While she and Mahon were in_one room, that 
trunk and its contents had been in the other. 

Miss Dunean had caught a glimpse of the 
trunk. he related, and he had told her it contained 
some books which were very valuable to him. At 
the first opportunity, he had placed a padiock on 
the spare room door. 

“How could you entertain one woman in the 
place, while the body of another lay near by?” 
savage asked. 

“The place was haunted,” Mahon explained. 
“IT wanted companionship. Td have pone mad 
if that girl hadn't been with me. It was ghastly!” 

He went on to say that on Saturday, the 19th, 
he had left Miss Duncan at the cottage while 
he attended the races at Plumpton. 

She had accompanied him back to London on 
Monday. 

Inspector Savage mulled over this new con- 
tribution to the ease. 

Mahon had said he wired Miss Dunctn on the 
Iih. before the tragedy inviting her to meet 
him at Victoria station on the 16th, which would 
be after the lightning flashed around the hideout 
at Fhastbourne. 

It would appear from this that Mahon knew, 
when he wired Miss Duncan’ that he would be 
free to meet her for dinner the next evening.

Before leaving for Eastbourne, Miss Kaye had 
withdrawn $2,000 from her savings of $3,000. 

In the ensuing days, Mahon had changed three 
large bills into smaller ones. The bills had been 
among those the deluded woman had withdrawn 
in preparation for her elopement.

| trial opened on July 15 in County Hall, 
Lewes, at the Sussex summer assizes, before 
Mr. Justice Avory. 

Chief prosecutor was Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, 
assisted by Cecil R. Havers and H. R. Hume, while 
J. D. Cassels headed the defense, assisted by T. I. 
Gates and C. A. Hollingswood, 

After Sir.Henry had built up his case to prove 
premeditated murder, Mahon dared to take the 
stand in his own defense. But the crown prose- 
cutor disposed of his fatal accident story far more 
effectively than the accused had disposed of 
Kimily Kaye. 

The jury needed only 45 minutes to find him 
guilty as charged. 

“Ilave you anything to say before sentence 1s 
pronounced?” asked Justice Avory. 

Viahon replied: . 

“I feel too conscious of the bitterness and 
unfairness of the summing-up which you have 
uttered to say anything except that I am not 
guilty.” 

Justice Avory donned his black cap. ‘The 
sentence of the court upon you,” he stated, “is 
that you be taken from this place to a lawful 
prison, and then to a place of execution; and 
that you be hanged by the neck until you be 
dead, and that your body be buried afterward 
within the precincts of the prison wherein you 
have been last confined before your execution. 

“And may the Lord have merey on your soul.” 

At Wandsworth prison, where he awaited his 
doom, Mahon told his: jailers that he had indeed 
killed his companion because she had become a 
nuisance, as well as for her savings. 

“But I wish you would not make this public,” 
he added, “because it might make a bad impres- 
sion.” 

He was hanged on Sept. 3, 1924, a little more 
than four months after Mrs, Mahon decided to 
do something about that “private matter.”
